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PURPOSETo obtain a grain bag light in weight and excellent in storability and shock and sliding resistance 
by a method wherein the bag is formed of the nonwoven fabric consisting of the thermoplastic synthetic 
fiber with a specific average size and having a specific weight per unit area and a number of embossed 
patterns on its surface. 

CONSTITUTION :The grain bag is formed of the nonwoven fabric consisting of a thermoplastic synthetic 
fiber having an average size of 1-1 Od and having a unit weight of 70-150g/m<2> and a number of 
embossed patterns on its surface. By specifying the average size and the unit weight of the thermoplastic 
synthetic fiber as mentioned above, the grain bag is obtained which is satisfactory in air permeability and 
tensile strength and hence excellent in storability and shock resistance and is increased in the surface 
friction coefficient by the embossed patterns provided on the surface of the nonwoven fabric and hence 
excellent in sliding resistance. Although the use of the thermoplastic copolymer is not specifically restricted, 
polyester may be used preferably and the use of the polyester kneaded with copolymerizable polymer 
improves the adhesion.
